My  mother  Was  l*-ss  crislulous  anil  more 
rhsms-L  Slie  could  not  see  the  wisdom  of 
ri-lirupiishing  a  certain  support  and  home 
comforts  for  jiositive  hardsliijis,  uncertain 
sui*pbes,  and  possible  poverty.  To  her  it 
seemed  a  formidable  undertaking  to  move  a 
family  of  ten  chiliiren,  the  youngest  but 
three*  months  old,  in  mid-winter,  over  the 
snows  of  Sew  York  and  Pennsylvania.  She 
remonstrated.  She  feared  to  let  go  t^e  bird 
in  the  hand,  lost  she  would  never  get  the 
two  in  the  bush.  But  arguments  and  en¬ 
treaties  were  alike  in  vain.  My  father*  con¬ 
victions  were  strong — his  faith  unwavering. 
(If  had  had  such  faith  In  Christ,  he 
mall-  would  havw  been  a  new  mature,  md  snre 
of  heaven.)  The  heavily  timliered  woods, 
the  waving  fields,  the  rich  postures,  the

IMtrations  for  a  long,  tedious  journey,  were 
enough  to  craze  auy  but  a  strong,  well-
